Our thoughts are again turned 
to this subject by having just now received from 
the U.S. Consul at Cork, Ireland, Hon. E. C. 
Eastman, a copy of the Cork Daily Herald for 
Dec. 5th, 1864, containing the account of a meet- 
ing of the Cork Agricultural Society, at which 
the subject of ‘‘American vs. Eaglish Agricultur- 
al Implements” was under discussion. The So- 
ciety had imported several implements from this 
country, which were inspected and regarded as 
highly satisfactory. One of the members ventur- 
ed the assertion that a trial would show the 
American machines to be greatly superior to the 
English. Another remarked that the English 
implements were 80 expensive that they were be- 
yond the reach of most farmers, whilst the Amer- 
ican ones were so cheap that any farmer having 
thirty acres could purchase them. Upon the 
question of their durability a member said there 
was one advantage peculiar “to the Anferican 
machines—the frames were all made of hardwood, 
whilst the frames of the implements produced by 
English manufacturers were invariably made of 
iron, hence the difference in the cost. A dis- 
cussion of some length ensued upon this point, 
some regarding the iron frames as superior, but

Notz.—We presume allusion is made to the 
flax and hemp dressing machine patented by San- 
ford & Mallory, of New York city, which we have 
heretofore spoken of in ourcolumns. We believe 
it was first patented in 1862, since which many 
improvements have been made in it, and it 
promises to be to the Northern farmer what the 
cotton gin has been to the planters of the South, 
by enabling flax to be readily and rapidly pre- 
pared for market. The straw is placed on a feed 
table, and passes between a series of grooved 
rollers, having a peculiar vibratory or back and 
forth motion, which completely breaka up the 
strawy portion of the flax, so that very little 
is left to be removed by scutching. The machine 
possesses the following advantages : 

Ist. It is portable, and can be carried from farm 
to farm more easily than an ordinary tareshing 
machine. 

24. It can be worked by horse power; a ma- 
chine driven by two horses is capable of dressing 
about 2,500 pounds of straw per day. 
| $d. Any person who can run a fanning mill or 
any other simple machine can operate this brake. 

4th. From five to eight pounds more of dressed 
flax can be obtained from a hundred pounds of 
straw, than by any previous method of dressing.

Messrs. Epttors :—I wish to sjpte a fact that 
has just occurred, and on it to found an inquiry 
to be answered through the columns of the Farm- 
er, by you or some of your correspondents, so | 
that others, as ignorant as myself, (if any such 
there are) may be benefitted thereby, as we hope 
to be. During the past summer, my wife, tor 
the first time raised a lot of geese and turkeys, 
and a short time since we killed and dressed all 
that we did not wish to keep over. The next 
morning we found a valuable gander, the patri- 
arch of the family of geese, sick and vomiting. 
This continued through the day, and the follow- 
ing night he died. Since then, two house cats 
have died in the saine way. All these animals 
were seen to feed upon the offal of the dressed 
fowls. Now for the inquiry. Could they have 
got anything poisonous from the offal thus thrown 
out, and if s0, what wasit? Was it from the 
geese or turkeys, or both? ?.

To Cure Hams---Query. 





Messrs. Epirors :—I wish to obtain a receipt 
through the columns of your paper, for pre- 
paring hams fur smoking. How long it will take 
them to pickle ; the pickle how made, and how 
long a time is required to smoke them.

Nors. The following receipt has given universal 
satisfaction wherever used, and is one we can re- 
commend from having cured hams for several 
years, in accordance therewith. To every fifty 
pounds of meat take four pounds salt, one ounce 
saltpetre, half an ounce of cayenne pepper, three 
pounds of brown sugar or one quart of molasses. 
In packing the meat, use ono half the salt. The 
rest of the salt with the other ingredients should | 
be put in water enough to cover the meat; boil | 
and skim, but let it stand until cool—then pour 
it over the hams. The hams should remain in 
this pickle for five or six weeks, being turned 
over occasionally, and rinsed before being smoked. 
In regard to smoking hams, much, of course, de- 
pends upon a person's taste, some wishing them 
smoked more than others. For our own taste we 
we should not smoke medium sized hams more 
than three or four days. Cobs are the best ma- 
terial for smoking.—Eps.

Two drachms 
of extract of belladonna dissolved in a pail of 
water and given once a day for a week will be 
found of benefit. Dr. Jennings recommends the 
following ball to be given internally : Barbadocs 
aloes one ounce ; pulverized ginger two drachms ; 
crotoh oil six drops; mix with molasses. Open 
the bowels with an injection of soap and water. 
Food should be given sparingly, and no corn given 
in pny case, as it has a great tendency to heat 
the blood and produce a plethoric condition of 
the system.—Eps

One Horse Mowers. 





Messrs. Epirors :—We noticed in your paper 
of the 22d ult., an article copied from the Coun- 
try Gentk man, asking why there is no real one- 
horse mower made and in the market. We think 
we have the article your correspondent is in want 
of. We build a one-horse mower, called the Caya- 
ga Chief No. 4, that cuts three and one half-fect, 
and weighs 423 pounds; and with a medium 
sized horse, say one that will weigh from eight to 
nine hundred pounds, will cut from six to eight 
acres in ten hours, and do it easy.

GOVERNOR’S ADDRESS. 











Gentlemen of the Senate, 
and House of Representatives : 
I congratulate you upon the auspicious circum- 
stances under which you have assembled to inaugu- 
rate anew the government of the State. True, indeed, 


which I have produced from our native ewes and 
a seven-eighth Spanish buck. I received last 
year, from the proceeds of one flock of seventy- 
five, $600. (IL retainefthirty of my ewe lambs, 
but the butcher offered me the same for them, so 
that the estimate included the thirty ) My opin- 
ion is that our native ewes crossed with full blood 
Spanish Merino bucks until we get about one- 
half Spanish blood, is best forme. I then get a 
fleece of about five pounds, and a lamb that the 
butchers are anxious to have, which will bring 
from three and a half to four dollars. 

I think, situated as we are here in Maine, 
that we want to grade our sheep so that we shall 
obtain a fair fleece and fair sized lambs. If we 
grade too high on fine wool, we lose in the size of 
the lamb and the qualities for a mother ; and if 
we grade too coarse we lighten the fleece; so that

tion of the government, at the same time demon- 
strating its justice by a great variety of argument. 

These debts have been incurred for the national 
defence, upon which ground alone justice demands 
their assumption by the United States, and still more 
loudly is it called for by the fact that sources of 
revenue in the States have been dried up by Congress- 
sional action. Should you concur in this view of the 
subject, some appropriate legislative expression is 
recommended. 

BANKS. 


The condition of affairs, arising from the surrender 
of the charters of so many of our banks, either retir- 
ing altogether from business or changing to national 
institutions, is anomalous. 

That some additional legisiation mvy be needed for 
further security to the public is probable. It is ex- 
tremely desirable that this financial transition shall 
be made without producing a shock disturbing the 
course of commercial transactions. The subject of 
banking, so intimately interwoven with all the busi- 
ness of our people, is one requiring to be treated with 
the most careful consideration. The people of the 
State and the public in general, have the strongest 
guarantee in the character of the managers of these 
institutions, that all their obligations will be faithful- 
ly and promptly discharged. 

ENLISTMENTS, ETC. 


During the year 1864 there have been sent from this 
State 13,623 men, of whom 3,380 were enlisted under 
the call of October 1863. Besides these 3,525 veteran | 
soldiers whose term of enlistment in the organizations | 
which entered the service in the beginning of the war, | 
was about expiring, have re-enlisted. Enlistments in 
the Navy for the same period number 1846. The ag- 
gregate of these is 18,994 men whom Maine has in the 
year 1844, contributed to the service of the country— 
equal to twenty regiments. All these have received | 
the bounty of the State. The same proportional con- |! 
tribution of soldiers from all the loyal states would | 
constitute a force of nearly three-fourths of a million. 








If itis objected that unless the present policy is 
persevered in, men from this State will be tempted to 
go to other States which pay large bounties, and that 

laine will thus lose her own citizens, by whom her 
quotas ought to be filled, the answer is at hand. The 
number of men called for from a State is based upon 
the enrolments of persons of military age, resident 
therein. A State, in equity, is entitled to the credit 
of every person so enrolled who may enlist in the 
service of the United States, while his name is borne 
on the rolls of such State, without regard to the place 
of his enlistment. Congress can, by amending the 
law regulating enrolments, provide that each person 
duly enrolled shall be held to military service in the 
State in which he is so enrolled for the period of one 
year from the date thereof. These lists are public 
records, easy of access, and there would be no diffi- 
culty in tracing any case that might arise of an indi- 
vidual improperly attempting to transfer his services. 
This would effectually cut off competition between 
States and leave to each all its own citizens of milita- 
ry age to meet the calls upon it for soldiers. The 
extension of this rule to sub-districts in the same State 
would save a vast amount of trouble and expense to 
them, as well as vexation to all concerned in 
an official capacity, in settling questions of quotas 
and allowances. This proposition, so fair in itself 
and so just to the States, must commend itself to the 
favorable consideration of Congress. 

With these brief suggestions, I commend this whole 
matter to your serious consideration, trusting you 
may be able to devise some measure by which the 
treasury may be protected from plunder, and, it is 
hardly necessary to add, the only treasury we have 
is the pockets of the people.

David Street of Ohio, gives the following di- 
rections :—I first used turpentine, linseed oil 
and lamp-black, stamping my initials on each 
sheep ; in a few weeks nota mark was legible. 
[ next tried boiling tar, keeping it hot Dy placing 
the vessel containing it in a Ketrle of coals. This 
was legible until the fleece was removed. I tried 
Venitian red and Jinseeed oil, which soon became 
obliterated. Lastly I tried coal or gas tar, which 
makes a distinct and durable mark. Mark ewes 
on the side, wethers on the shoulder, and bucks 
on the rump. Sometimes stamp with my in- 
itials cut in a block of soft wood; also use a 
stemp cut ina circular form, making a ring ; and 
when in a hurry use the large end of a corn cob, 
making one, two or three Spots near together. 
By marking sheep of different sexes on different 
parts of the body, it facilitates the assorting of a 
flock. Last spring, marked all my breeding ewes 
with copper labels, bearing a number stamped 
upon the face, suspended from the ear by a wire 
ring ; but several of them are now missing, hay- 
ing been torn loose.—Tucker’s Rural Annual.

While compelled by circumstances to resort to loans 
to supply present necessities, a wise administration of 
affairs puints to the propriety of beginning at an 
early day to provide for their liquidation. It is with 
States as with individuals in matters of finance.— 
Those who are careful of incurring debt and provi- 
dent in the arrangement of their affairs, so as to an- 
ticipate their obligations, do, and ever will, command 
the readiest credit and the highest prices for their se- 
curities. 

The State has thus far reaped the benefit of its high 
character fur scrupulous punctuality in meeting its 
engagements. I respectfully suggest that the best 
interests of the State require at an early day the es- 
tablishment of a sinking fund by setting apart a fixed 
sum annually to be applied to the purchase of the 
debt. True it is that the only source of revenue pos- 
sessed by the State is direct taxation, but unless thee 
State debt should be largely increased beyond its 
present amount, the time is not distant when the 
State tax may be considerably reduced and still leave 
it large enough to provide such a fund as would in a 
few years sensibly reduce the debt. The inaugura- 
tion of this policy would greatly strengthen the cred- 
it of the State, and facilitate the negotiation of its 
bonds if the condition of the treasury shall require. 

The imposition of a tax of a single mill upon the 
valuation of 1850 would be entirely adequate to the 
purpose. The policy of the last Legislature in levy- 
ing a State tax sufficient to pay all the ordimary 
charges upon the treasury, #. %. interest on the 
State debt, and a large surplus to be applied to the 
liquidation of the claims of cities and towns for mon- 
ey advanced in aid of the soldiers’ families will com- 
mend itself to your favorable consideration in mak- 
ing provision to supply the treasury for the year 
1866. 

ASSUMPTION OF STATE DEBTS.

|cuss. The consequence is to increase the burdens of 
| State taxation upun the visible, fixed property in the 
States, by inviting very large investments in govern- 
| ment securities. Coupled with these considerations, 
arises another, growing out of the exercise of the 
power by Congress, granting charters to the National 
banks and the imposition of such taxes upon existing 
State institutions as must compel them to throw aside 
their State charters and transform themselves into 
| National banks, or to surrender them and quit the 
| field. One or the other of these alternatives awaits 
the banks of Maine. 

The surrender of each State charter involves a loss 
to the treasury of a tax which from time immemorial 
has been paid by every bank created by the laws of 
the State. In the outset, as soon as the system of 
National banks was inaugurated, the Legislature of 
this State, in the spirit of fairness and justice, remit- 
ted one half of the bank tax, and authorized the sur- 
render of the charter of any bank by a vote of a ma- 
jority of its stockholders. The loss to this State of 
revenue derived from this source by the action of 
Congress on the basis of the banking capital existing 
two years since, will not be less than $80,000 per 
annum. 

The case stands thus: while the States, counties, 
cities and towns, in their efforts to respond to the 
demands of the nation, have incurred heavy debts, to 
meet which increased taxation is demanded, Congress 
devising means to the same end, has impaired their 
ability to provide for even their current, usual ex- 

enditures by the withdrawal on the one hand of a 
arge portion of capital from liability to contribute 
to it, and on the other by the absolute annihilation 
of long established sources of revenue. 

At the late session of Congress, a resolution was 
presented to the House of Representatives by a gen- 
tleman representing this State in part upon the floor 
of that body, asking for the assumption by the Uni- 
ted States of the debts of States, counties, cities and 
towns, incurred in aid of the general government in 
the prosecution of the war. This was enforced by a 
speech of eminent ability and research, preseating

that of enticing boys under age to enlist, destitute of 
mental or bodily stamina to fit them for soldiers, 
without the consent of their parents. Severe penal- 
ties should be prescribed for such practices, as well 
as for all the various fraudulent artifices by which | 
soldiers are defrauded of the bounty of the govern. | 
ment. It is within the province of the Legislature to 
protect our citizens against these frauds. 

If the government of the United States would adopt 
& regulation that every broker who put into the ser- 
vice a recruit that su uently deserted, should be 
summarily seized and put into the army to make good 


the place of the deserter, a considerable portion of | 


the evils inflicted by this class upon the community 
and government would be cured. 

_T respectfully submit, whether from economic con- 
siderations and the good of the cause, it is not time 
that this whole matter should be revised. Embar- 
rassment of the finances uf our State will inevitably 
ensue from the continuance of the system ss at pres- 
ent existing. That a liberal, even generous pro- 
vision should be made for those who may be obliged 
to enter the army, I unhesitatingly admit and cheer- 
fully concur in, but it should be in some mode better 
adapted to ae up the numbers of the army than 
that now practised. In lieu of the bounty now paid, 
let the State establish an addition to the monthly 
wages of the soldier, to be paid while he remains in 
the service. This will most effectually put a stop to 
the swindling operations which have absorbed thou- 





sands of dollars. 


The agencies which have existed since the first year 
of the war, at thecities of New York and Philadelphia, 
rendered necessary by the large number of sick and 
disabled soldiers passing through those great thor- 
oughfares and arriving at the extensive hospitals in 
the vicinity of those cities, have been continued at a 
moderate expense. I take pleasure in bearing wit- 
ness to the fidelity with which Col. F. E. Howe, at 
the former, and Col. Robert R. Corson, at the latter 
place, have executed their a eee trusts. 

In this connection, it would be improper to passin 
silence the Sanitary and Christian Commissions. The 
former has been the recipient of the most stupendous 
charities the world ever witnessed and right nobly 
has it executed its trust, as is known to every soldier 
in the army and I cheerfully bear my own testimony 
tu its readiness to meet any demand made upon it.— 
The Christian Commission has performed labor 
its name implies, dispensing bodily comforts and spir- 
itual ministrations. Its uncompensated agents have 
faithfully discharged their self-imposed duties, many 
of them at the expense of ruined constitutions, and 
the grave folds in its embrace others who have sacri- 
ficed their lives in its service. I trust that the people 
will not shorten their charities or withhold their sup- 
port to these most meritorious instrumentalities. 

And, in conelusion, it is with pride and pleasure 
that I acknowledge the whole-souled and ebristian 
generosity with which the people of Maine, in every 
locality, have responded to the numerous agd urgent 
appeals in behalf of the soldier. 


FUGITIVES FROM THE DRAFT. 


To fill the armies of the Union as rapidly as the 
exigences demanded, it became necessary for the gov- 
ernment to enforce the law providing for a draft. To 
the credit of our ple as a body, it is but just to 
say that a ready obedience was rendered, and in most 
localities every effort was made by municipal author- 
ities and citizens to comply with the requisitions of 
the government, and the quotas were largely filled by 
volunteers. Exceptions, however, [am mortified to 
say, in some quarters arose. In one instance, a per- 
son in the employ of the Provost Marshal of the Fifth 
District, in the disoharge of a public duty, was bru- 
tally murdered. 
In numerous instances, individuals drafted have 
expatriated themselves to avoid rendering service to 
their country. It is an oft-repeated truism that ev- 
ery able-bodied citizen of the legal age owes military 
service to his country. Inasmuch as no general mil- 
itary organization exists in the country from which 
the men needed to reinforce armies in the field can be 
detailed, it is impossible to provide any system which 
shall levy its burdens more fairly than that created 
by the laws of the United States, ‘‘for enrolling and 
calling out the national furces.’’ These laws were 
enacted to provide for the contingency of the failure 
of volunteers to supply the required recruits, upon 
whom the country, in the commencement of the war, 
relied. Under them, who shall be called- upon to fill 
the ranks is determined by lot. 
Every able-bodied citizen owing service, upon 
whom the lot falls, is bound by every principle of 
patriotism, every incentive of honor, every obliga- 
tion of the law, to come forward and go into the ranks 
or furnish a substitute. Disregarding all these con- 
siderations, men have been found so unpatriotic, base 
and cowardly, as to seek in flight to a foreign coun- 
try, an escape from the performance of the duty they 
owed their own, the benefit and blessings of whose 
institutions they have enjoyed, worthless poltroons 
and traitors as they have proved themselves to be, 
If the exhibition o oy unworthiness was the 
end of such conduct, | would pass it over in silence 
for the credit of the State, which is disgraced by tuch 
citizens. But it rests not here. The quota of cach 
town must be filled, and the desertion of any of the 
number drawn compels the renewal of the draft until 
itis. The consequence is that the burden is cast upon 
the loyal and Union-loving men, and they are re- 
quired to stand not only in their own but in the lot 
of these base fugitives. 
It is true that they are liable under the laws of the 
United States for desertion; it is true that they bring 
upon themselves the scorn and detestation of ever 
patriotic citizen, which would be panishment enoug 
for any soul sensitive to the promptings of an honor- 
able emotion, but men who are guilty of such gross 
dereliction of duty as is implied in the failure to re- 
spond to the call of their country, purposely ex- 
patriating themselves at a time when their services 
were urgently needed, compelling their manly and 
loyal neighbors to meet their obligations, morally 
forfeit the right to American citizenship. 
A man who thus wantonly repudiates the claims of 
his government at such a crisis, deserves the with- 
drawal of its blessings and postesticn forever; and I 
submit whether it is not a duty devolving upon you 
in behalf of the loyal citizens of Maine, to devise 
some mode by which this class of persons shall be 
poeay disfranchised and cease to be of this 

tate. 

COAST AND HARBOR DEFENCES. 

At an early day after my accession to the Chief 
Magistracy, my attention was attracted to the con- 
dition of the coast defences of the State. The govern- 
ment of the United States, the previous year, had 
constructed earthworks for batteries, and moun 
cannon at various points, but there were neither sol- 
diers in charge nor barracks for their accommoda- 
tion. 

In this condition of affairs, the batteries were worse 
than useless, as asmall force could have captured 
them and turned the guns upon the towns they were 
designed to defend. In view of this state of facts, I 
addressed the War Sy mp upon the subject. 
Authority was granted for raising several companies 
of coast guards to be mustered intu the service of the 
United States and subject to be ordered wherever the 
exigencies of the country might require. Three com- 
panies were accordingly recruited, two of which, soon 
after entering the service, were ordered on duty in 
the defences near Washington, the third being dis- 
tributed to the several batteries constituting the nu- 
cleus of a garrison which could readily be reinforced 
in time of need. Barracks, convenient and of ade- 
quate capacity, have also been erected, rendering 
these defences all that could be desired. What mis- 
chief may have been averted by these preparations, it 
is impossible to say, but without them almost our 
entire coast was an inviting field for plunder and de- 
struction, which a single cruiser could have visited, 
laid under contribution and escaped before capture 
was possible. 

Incidents which have occurred indicate very clearly 
what might have happened but for timely precaution. 
As early as July, intimations were received that an 
attempt was to be made by confederates coming from 
the Province of New Brunswick, to commit depreda- 
tions upon the city of Calais. Having timely notice 
due preparation was made for their reception an 
capture. Three only of the miscreants made their 
appearance, at mid-day, for the purpose of robbing 
the bank at that place. There is evidence that the 
original party was much larger. Those who made 
the demonstration were disappointed in not bein 
joined by their comrades, and were instantly arrest 
by the authorities, have been tried, convicted and 
sentenced, and are now suffering the penalty awarded 
their crime, with the exception of one, who escaped 
from the State Prison. The leader of this band 
avowed himself an officer in the confederate,service, 
and that his associates were also confederates. There 
was nothing in their conduct incompatible with the 
character which they claimed. “ 
An attempt was subsequently made to surprise the 
battery at Castine, the facts in relation to which are 
well known. It has been suggested that this was 
simply a feint, designed to alarm the garrison and 
create a momentary sensation. That it was such can 
hardly be credited. The love of mischief, simply, 
would be an insufficient motive to lead men into 
actual danger, and it must have been known that the 
garrison would employ deadly weapons ageinst any 
body attempting a surprise; at least, the probability 
of its doing so was 80 = that it is not rational to 
believe it could have n approached as it was ex- 
cept for a serious purpose. 
These incidents, apparently insignificant, read by 
the light of what has occurred elsewhere on the bor- 
der, afford color to the presumption that they were a 
portion of a series of attempts plotted and organized 
upon the soil of our neutral neighbors, I did not 
feel at liberty to meglect these monitiona, and took 
such steps as opgenees necessary to guard aines 
the occurrence of actual mischief, receiving the co- 
operation of the War Department. Over-caution is 
better than neglect. 
While the defenceless condition of our shores ex- 
cited apprehension, similar fears were entertained for 
the safety of our coasting commerce, In the month 
of May last, having been placed in poesession of evi- 
dence tending strongly to show that the rebels de- 
signed to visit the coast with destructive purposes, I 
forwarded it to the authorities at Washington, coupled 
with a request that a patrol of gunboats should be 
established and maintained for the protection of our 
property by sca and land. That there was good rea- 
son for asking the adoption of this precautionary 
measure, the early subsequent destruction of pumbers 
of vessels just outside Penobscot Bay, aud in sight 
of land, clearly demonstrated. The routes of our 
coasters upon the ocean are as well-defined as high- 
ways or railroads upon the land, These trave y 
unboats, with suitable coaling stations in our har- 
co so as to avoid the necessity of temporary with- 
drawal, would effectually protect that interest 
secure the exposed and otherwise defenceless towns 
situate in close proximity to the sea, from hostile 
attack. The extensive demands apes the Nevy De- 
artment for blockading purposes have hitherto per- 
one prevented due attention to this matter, but it is 
certainly to be desired that in future something more 
than an occasional visit by a gunboat may be 
along the coast. . 
SOLDIERS’ VOTE. 
roviding for an amendment of the 
Constitution to allow soldiers absent from the State 
to vote for Governor, Senators, Representatives and 
County officers,’’ passed by the last Legislature, bav- 
ing been duly subsnitted to the people for approval, 
were sanctioned by a larger vote and more emphatic 
majority than ever attended any other proposition 
changing the organio law of the State. 

On the sixth day of Uctober I issued a proclama- 
tion as required, announcing their aduption. That so 
simple an act of justice should be accurded to our fel- 
low citizens, who have, in the spirit of the loftiest 

triutism, encountered voluntarily the deadliest per- 
ils in behalf of our common country, was to have 
been expected, and it is only matter of eure. rise that 
it should not have been done by an entirely upani- 
mous popular expression. The amendment could 
hardly be said to confer apy new right, but 
afforded the soldier, unable by reason of his duty and 
position to return to his home, aa opportunity to ex- 
ereise the most precious privilege attaching to the 
American freeman. The spirit w

rom the comparison of these with the poll-lists of 
e soldiers, it is very clear that the returns of the 
Idiers’ votes were free from any suspicion of wrong. 


THE NATIONAL CEMETERY. 

The Legislature of 1864 appropriated the sum of 
2500 as the supposed proportion of this State for im- 
roving the grounds and erecting a monument in the 
ational cemetery dedicated as the last resting place of 
e soldiers who were slain at the battle of Gettysburg. 

Circumstances well understood, have caused the 
»st to be very much increased beyond the estimates, 
iefly growing out of the large advance in prices, or 
ore properly speaking, the depreciation of our cur- 
ney. The association having this patriotic labor in 
varge, have voted to apply to Congress for an ap- 
ropriation to complete it. Should this prove suc- 
ssful, no further call will be made upon the States; 
iling this, quite a number of the States have already 
dicated a willingness to contribute their proportion 
) finish it. I submit that you take such action as the 
ignity and honor of this State requires in the prem- 
es, The report of the Commissioner will be sub- 
itted to you. ; 

I venture to renew the recommendation, submitted 
st year, that some provision be made, by which the 
ames and memories of our fallen soldiers shall be 
reserved. Monuments have, in some few instances, 
-en erected by privatecontribution. Ifalaw should 
> enacted authorizing all our municipalities to erect 
ese monuments to their own soldiers, to be paid

» effectually accomplished, as it would not then 
e left to the accident of individual liberality. 

MILITIA. 

In the address I had the honorto submit to the 
egislature of 1864, at the commencement of the ses- 
on, the necessity of an organized Militia, and the 
loption of asystem to secure it, was presented at 
pgth. The conviction of the justice of those views 
ave derived strength from the occurrences of the 
ast year. A State which does not possess a military 
ree within the reach of the Chief Magistrate, for 
1e enforcement of the laws, the preservation of or- 
or, resistance to attack and to guard against vio- 
nce, is deficient in one of the vital elements consti- 
iting a State. 

Without physical power to enforce them, the laws 
re but empty threats, furnishing no safety against 
1e violence of the lawless, who in small numbers 
ay combine to resist them. : 

It is unnecessary for me to reiterate what was said 
n the former occasion, The Constitution of the 
tate requires it, internal security demands it, and 
ithout it we are helpless against external attack. 
The incidents of the past year have demonstrated 
ye necessity of this proposition, and I trust you will 
ot separate without making adequate and ample pro- 
ision in this regurd. 

EDUCATION, 

The Normal School at Farmington commenced op- 
rations the past season, although the sale of land 
esigned fur its support had not been made, The ar- 
ingements for opening baving all been entered into 

was deemed advisable to advance the requisite funds 
rr the payment of teachers, from the contingent 
ind of the Governor and Council, to be reimbursed 
‘om the proceeds of the sales of the lands to be sold 
yr its maintenance. This School is but an experi- 
ent in this State, and was established upon the earn- 
st and persistent solicitation of those who believed 
reat advantages would result to the cause of edu- 
ution in Maine, therefrom. The Council visited the 
chool at the close of the fall term, but I was pre- 
ented from doing so by causes beyond my control. 
single term is by no means sufficient to settle the 
uestion of the value of this school, or the propriety 

f inaugurating another. The friends of the Nor- 
1al School profess to be satisfied with the beginning. 
nat it may be a perfect success is certainly to be de- 
ired. 

A disposition for some years past has been mani- 
ested to abolish the office of Superintendent of Com- 
10n Schools, and it is believed that an unwillingness 
o displace a most worthy and competent official, 
lone has prevented it. Atthe present time there is 
o such embarrassment, the late Superintendent hav- 
ng resigned his position to participate with you asa 
AWiver. 

Whether the salary of this office and the other ex- 
enses arising therefrom, can be saved to the treas- 





ry without injury to the educational interests of the 
tate, is for you to determine. The suspension of 
his office for a time will prove or disprove its value. 
f on trial it is found expedient, it will be easy to re- 
tore it. 

Commending the whole subject to your considera- 
ion, [ shall defer most cheerfully to your decision, 
yhatever it may be. 

AGRICULTURAL COLLEGES, 


Under the ‘‘Resolve relating to the establishment 
fa college for the benefit of Agriculture and the 
lechanic Arts,’? approyed March 24th 1864, Hon- 
rable Messrs. Wm. G. Crosby, Joseph Eaton and 
jamuel F. Perley, were appointed by the Governor 
nd Council, Commissioners to perform the duties 
hereby created and defined. 

These gentlemen have proceeded to the discharge 
f the trust confided to them with that intelligence 
nd fidelity demanded by the public expectation, and 
/f which their character was so adequate a guaran- 
ee. A full report of all the propositions submitted 
0 them for consideration, accompanied by their own 
easonings and conclusions upon the subject, will 
e submitted to the Legislature at an early day.— 
‘his report will, I doubt not, receive at your hands 
he consideration to which it will be entitled, and, I 
rust, may aid you materially in the settlement of the 
jubject to which it relates, 

In other States the subject of the most appropriate 
lisposition of the endowment granted by the United 
States for Agricultural Colleges, has not been unat- 
ended with difficulties, arising in part from the lack 
»f that experience which practically and wisely set- 
les such questions. That diversities of opinion will 
rise with you is to be expected, but the people will 
ook with confidence to the Legislature for the adop- 
ion of a policy which shall secure the greatest pos- 
ible amount of benefit attainable with the means at 
your control. 

My own opinions upon this subject have undergone 
10 change within the year, and I again take the lib- 
rty to reiterate the sentiments heretofore expressed, 
hat the objects of the grant and the interests of the 
state will be best promoted by a connection of the 
»roposed college with some one of the established lit- 
rary institutions of the State, unless the national 
rant is largely increased by private contributions. 
The funds to be derived from the sale of the scrip 
will be utterly inadequate to the maintenance of an 
ndependent institution, and the financial condition 
»f the State forbids that one shall be established upon 
he toundation of taxing the people for its support. 
| invoke for the settlement of this question your 
nost impartial and dispassionate eonsiieeatien. 

The resolve contingently authorizing the Gover- 
10r to dispose of the scrip issued to the State, has 
10t been executed. It will be proper that some new 
»rovision upon this i shall be made by you dur- 
ng the session. I would respectfully ask that the 
responsibility of Snpeming os this scrip may not be 
levolved solely upon the Executive, but that others, 
'o be designated by the Legislature, shall be associat- 
ed with him in the discharge of this delicate duty. 

PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The public institutions for the relief of the unfortu- 
pate or the punishment and reform of the criminal, pat- 
ronized or maintained by the State have been visited 
the past season by the Governor and Council. 

The Perkins Institute for the Blind at South Boston 
and the American Asylum for the Deafand Dumb at 
Hartford are too well known to require apy special no- 
tice. The benefits rendered by each to the class of un- 
fortunates coming under their special care would be 
utterly astonishing if they had not become so familiar. 

The past year the number of beneficiaries supported 
by the State has been seven at the Institute for the 
Blind and thirty-three at the Asylum forthe Deaf and 
Dumb, I unhesitatingly say, that in my judgment, no 
public expenditure has been made for more worthy ob- 
jects, or attended with any better results. I cheerfully 
commend to the Legislature a continuance of its patron- 
age to these institutions. 

The Asylum for the Insane has been filled to its ut- 
most capacity with patients and unable to receive all 
the applicants for its treatment. The report of the 
Superintendent will acquaint you with the details of 
its operations, and being under your own eyes during 
he session of the Legislature you will have ample op- 
portunity to judge of its management, its usefulness, 
and its ability to meet the necessities of the State. The 
sxpense of supporting the inmates chargeable to the 
State has increased with the advance in prices ; this 
is unavoidable and without a remedy. In looking 
at the vast usefulness of this institution the wonder is 
how the State ever on without it. 

The visit to the Reform School was both instructive 
and gratifying and served to disabuse a portion of the 
visiting board of erroneous opinions. It is to be look- 
ed upon rather asa refuge for misfortune than a re- 
septacle for criminals. Judging from the appearance 
and size of the children there it would seem that a ma- 
jority quite large are hardly to be regarded as either

ey are © children of misf e, orphans 
by the loss of parents or made worse - ge caten by 
parental criminality, cast upon society with none to 
care for or be interested in them, to live in the purlieus 
of our cities, coming in contact with vice in every form 
and exposed to its pernicious example, until for some 
oon Aap es row d a Cenetines perhaps for the first 
ime in their lives brought withi irtu- 
ous and christian tedeeneee. tere atatner:

Icommend it to the favorable consideration of the 
Legislature and trust that it may be visited by a com- 
mittee which shall take time sufficient to examine all 
its workings and enable it to make suggestion of any 
improvement in the regulations by which it is governed, 
if any ig required. The report of the officers of this 
institution which will be laid before you at an early 
day will be read by you with interest. 
~ In June last a thorough examination was made into 
the condition of the State Prison. The cdifices con- 
stituting it, with the exception of the warden’s house 
and cells recently erected, are by no means creditable 
to the architectaral skill which constructed them, and 
the whole arrangement is unsightly and by no means 
convenient. It is very evident that the structures have 
not been erected upon any well matured - , but have 
been built by piecemeal from time to e under the 
pressure of some necessity which could not longer be 
evaded. The defects of the original construction can 
hordly be cured except by razing to the ground; _

THE RECIPROCITY TREATY, 


The President of the United States, in his recent annu- 
al message to Congress, recommended that notice of the 
abrogation of the Reciprocity Treaty with Great Britain 
be authorized upon the ground of the financial necessi- 
tiesof the Nation. The popular branch has already 
acted affirmatively upon the suggestion and the subject 
is now before the Senate, with the prospect of a speedy 
concurrence. ; 

My own views upon this subject have been publicly 
expressed heretofore. However favorable the operation 
of this treaty may have been upon certain minor inter- 
ests, I cannot refrain from the expression that it has 
been detrimental to two of the leading interests of the 
State—her lumber and her agriculture—iu which so 
large a portion of our population is engaged. 

UNITED STATES SENATOR. 


A vacancy of a Senator in Congress from this State 
occurred during the recess of the Legislature, occasioned 
by the resignation of the Hon. William P. Fessenden, 
for the purpose of accepting a position in the cabinet 
of the President of the United States. 

Under the provisions of the Constitution I appointed

LAND OFFICE, 


The operations of the Land Office have been circum- 
scribed the p~st year in consequence of the contingent 
grants to the European and North American Railway 
Company, to literary institutions, and for educational 
purposos. 

Bates College and Maine Weselyan Seminary, have 
complied with the conditions of the grants to those in- 
stitutions, and the lands have been selected. 

Until it is settled whether the European and North 
American Railway Company shall so farcomply with 
the conditions of the resolves in favor of that corpora- 
tion, sales of iands or timber will be necessarily held in 
abeyance. 

In compliance with certain resolves invoking the aid 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts in behalf of 


crippled by such procedure, they may learn at once that 
it is not wood, iron and cordage which constitute the es- 
sence of that power, but it is the maratime genius of our 
people and the determined valor of our seamen. The 
vast increase of our navy, and the record of its exploits 
the past year, demonstrate that the United States are 
rapidly preparing for any conflict which may be forced 
upon them. 

It is not, however, in the conflict of armies upon the 
land, or the combats of ships upon the ocean that the 
record of the year that has just expired finds its most 
brilliant page. After nearly four years of deadly 
strife, attended by gigantic efforts, enormous sacrifices 
and heart sickening sufferings, in the regular order of 
our Constitutional history, the people of the United 
States were called upon to elect for another term a Chief 
Magistrate of the nation. tas 

The earnest and exciting discussions incident to a 
Presidential canvass, even when accompanied by none 
but its ordinary surroundings, have, from the beginning 
of the war, caused this point in our history to be looked 
forward to by all reflecting minds, as the hour of our ex- 
treme peril and the very crisis of our national life. The 
policy and measures of the government in the conduct 
of the war and during its whole progress had been as- 
sailed with severe and able criticism by a portion of the 
press and public speakers of the country, with a freedom 
unrestrained, beyond the example of any other land, 
unsurpassed even in this, irretutably disposing of the 
charge that the liberty of either speech or rress was in 
danger and renewing the assurance that the long enjoyed 
American privilege of arraigning parties in power or 
candidates for effice at the bar of public opinion for all 
short-comings, is not likely to fall into desuetude. 

The renomination of the present incumbent, implying 
in itself, and accompanied by a distinct approval of the 
general principles by which he had been governed in his 
administration, with an expressed determination to 
prosecute the war to a triumphant vindication of the na- 
tional authority, occurring long before the name of his 
competitor for.Presidential honors was authoritatively 
announced, was but the signal for more impetuous as- 
sault 

The friends of the government were compelled more 
earnestly than ever to defend its measures while yet ig- 
norant of what was to be the avowed policy of its oppo- 
nents. At length the convention assembled which nom- 
inated the rival candidate, and it did not adjourn leaving 
the country in doubt as to its purposes, however other- 
wise it might have been, judging simply from the ante- 
cedents and character of its candidate.

time: In the early bistory of railoads in this State, cer- | 
tain 1 olicies were regarded as indispensible, the wisdom | 
of which bas hardly been justified by experience. That | 
the legislation referred to, belongs to that class is moro | 
than probable. 

A neighboring State can hardly be expected to con- | 
tribute in aid of an enterprise, in the benefits of which | 
it is not to be allowed a participation. It is only upon} 
the ground of a common interest to be promoted by the | 
freest inter-communication that any such claim for co- 
operation can be asked with prospect of success. In ad-| 
dition to a common interest believed to exist, there are 
some considerations connected with the past history of! 
the public lands of Maine, formerly the joint property | 
of Massachusetts and our own State, whch may be fair- 
ly urged as a reason for seeking assistance from that 
commonwealth in aid of the European and North Amer- 
can Railway Company. 

Many years since arrangements were entered into be- 
tween the two States for the management of their com- 
mon domain, and among other stipulations was one for 
the expenditure of the proceeds of the land and timber, 
to the extent of not more than ten per cent., in making 
improvements through these lands by the construction 
of roads and rendering the watercourses navigable. 
But a very small part of this sum was expended, as is 
well known to every person at all conversant with the 
history of our public lands. 

Again, the State of Maine extinguished the title of 
Massachusetts in these lands by purchase in 1853. A 
bargain fairly made is binding upon both parties and 
not to be complained of, but if the State of Maine ever 
receives from the land thus purchased a sum equal to 
the interest of the principal paid for them, it is as much 
as those well informed upon the subject ever expected. 
These considerations may be fairly addressed to Massa- 
chusetts in seeking her aid for this enterprise, and it is 
for ber authorities to determine their weight. 

But little progress bas been made the past year in the 
construction of this railroad. The European and North 
American depends in a considerable degree for its im- 
mediate success upon the connection it may be enabled 
to make with the lines of railway in the Province of 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia. The discussions 
which have recently arisen having for their object the 
confederation of the British and North American Colo- 
nies, have revived the slumbering project of an inter- 
colonial railroad connecting these provinces, which if 
constructed would postpone the early completion of the 
European and North American. ‘The great cost of la- 
bor and material for railroad construction, as measured 
by the currency of the United States, has been such as 
to discourage the immediate commencement of this en- 
terprise. 

A committee of Congress informally visited this State 
the last summer, for the purpose of acquainting them- 
selves with the condition of our frontier and coast de- 
fences, and it is believed by gentlemen having the inter- 
ests of this proposed road in charge that the visit will 
be productive of beneficial results. 

The very lively interest felt in the valley of the Pe- 
nobscot in the early completion of this line of traffic and 
travel has led the city of Bangor to vote a loan of its 
credit in its aid and an individual subscription is being 
solicited with promising results. 

Large expectations are entertained by its projectors 
and the public, resulting from the developments of the 
northern portion of our State now so largely a wilder- 
ness, as well as for the increase of trade and business, 
which its connection with the neighboring provinces will 
bring to our cities. 

Last year I took occasion to commend to the favora- 
ble consideration of the Legislature the propriety of 
extending aid to an enterprise designed to secure a more 
direct und shorter communication between the Penob- 
scotand St. Croix rivers. I have seen no reason to 
change my opinion as to the desirableness of the meas- 
ure. In all matters relating to public expenditures you 
are the guardians of the interests of the people, you 
will be held responsible for them, and you must be the 
judges. 

NEW HAMPSHIRE RESOLVES. 


A copy of certain resolves passed by the Legislature 
of New Hampshire in regard to the constructicn of 
fish ways over the dams across the Connecticut, Merrimac 
and Saco rivers, has been transmitted to me with a re- 
quest that the same be laid before the Legislature of 
Maine, With this request I most cheerfully comply, 
and invoke that consideration of the subject which the 
comity between States demands. 

This is no new topic with the people of this State, 
legislation having often been sought for this same ob- 
ject, upon rivers lying wholly within the limits of Maine. 
The experiments have not been satisfactory. Our riv- 
er3, the haunts of fish in former times, ere yet the 
wheel of the steamboat disturbed their waters, or they 
had been turned to the uses or necessities of the white 
man, are so no longer. Civilization, which has ban- 
ished the red man from its presence, has also destroyed 
the means on which he subsisted, and the efforts to pre- 
serve his fish and game have been as futile as would be 
the attempt to recall these perished tribes. The buffalo 
ot the west has been as constantiy receding from the 
presence of the white population, abandoning prairies 
now within the borders of thickly settled States, until it 
is being crowded to the very verge of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, preliminary to its final disappearance. 

For the uses 6f commerce, of subsisteace or of sport, 
it would be but a poor exchange to withdraw the teem- 
ing and industrious millions who have taken posses- 
sion of the ancient home of these dumb herds, that 
they might be invited to return. The mills and man- 
ufactories upon our rivers and streams, though they 
have banished the former denizens of their waters, 
furnished a compensation immeasurable as compared 
with all the fish that ever have floated in their bosom. 
Partial attempts to invite them again to these waters 
have had no beneficial results. Any thing more, which 
should compromise the security or value of the vast im- 
provements upon which the prosperity of our State so 
much depends will hardly be demanded by the comity of 
States. 

CONCLUSION. 


After three years of war with varied fortune, the 
mighty armies of the Republic, which at no time have 
lacked aught to secure success but competent leaders, 
have at length found themselves marshalled to victory by 
commaaders whom the progress of the conflict has slow- 
ly developed, of consummate skill, courage and ener- 
gy, inspired by no other ambition than that of serving 
and saving their country by crushing the military pow- 
er of the rebellion, and willing to abide with patience 
that recognition of distinguished merit which a grateful 
people have never yet failed to accord to their benefac- 
tors. Grant, Sherman, Sheridan and Thomas, have in- 
scribed their names in ineffaceable characters on the 
scroll of fame and on the tablet of every loyal heart. 
Coupled with these, and animated by the same inspira- 
tions, are the officers and soldiers of the armies of the 
West, companions of their toils, instruments of their 
+ they will ever be inseparably associated with 

ory. 

But the land has not alone been the theatre of heroic 
achievement. Old ocean has reverberated with the 
echoes of hostile cannon, pealing the triumphs of the 
American Navy. Stern Farragut, before the forts of 
Mobile, did not say “that this day,” America, ‘expects 
every” American *‘to do his duty,” but lashing himselt 
to the mast head, directed the assault amid the iron 
tempest, and shew his men how to perform it. Brave 
old man ! no nation on earth can drag from its history 
& naval hero to whom he is second. 

Winslow, almost in sight of English shores, almost 
in English waters, accepted the combat to which he was 
defiantly challenged, with a British built ship armed 
with English seamen, bat commanded by an American 
traitor. The Alabama was sunk to the bottom of the 


That Convention proclaimed ‘‘as the sense of the 
American people, that, after four years of failure to re- 
store the Union by the experiment of war, during which, 
under the pretense of a military necessity or war power 
higher than the Constitution, the Constitution itself has 
been disregarded in every part, and public liberty and 
private rights alike trodden down, and the material pros- 
perity of the country essentially impared; justice, hu- 
manity, liberty, and the public welfare demand that 
immediate effort be made for a cessation of hostilities, 
with a view to an ultimate Convention of all thg States, 
or other peaceable means to the end that at the earliest 
practicable moment peace may be restored on the 
basis of the Federal Union of the States.” The issue 
was thus squarely submitted to the people. 

The canvas, though short, was animated and bitter. 
The prestige of a name long honored and honorable as 
the designation of a party which, almost from the birth 
of the nation, had shaped its measures and, as it were, 
claimed the traditional right to the possession of the ad- 
ministration of its government; whose proud boasts 
were the vast expansion of the borders of the republic, 
its unswerving fidelity to the country, its promptness to 
resent any outrage of its authority or insult to its flag, 
which ever visited its fiercest wrath upon every utter- 
ance calling in question the justice of any national 
quarrel with foreign powers as moral treason, and which 
had never been twice successfully defeated, in an appeal 
to popular favor, allured thousands to the support of the 
candidate of the opposition, in spite of the pregnant 
implications of disunion contained in its platform. But 
it was of no avail. The people of the country, rally- 
ing in the spirit of the declaration that “the Federal 
Union must and shall he preserved,” endorsed the ad- 
ministration of President Lincoln by overwhelming 
majorities, paying him the tribute of a re-election, which 
was last accorded to the patriot Jackson, and being the 
second which has occurred in forty years. This was, 
however, in no sense a personal or party triumph, it was 
the result of a national necessity. That a nation gov- 
erened by an absolute despot or by a monarch of limit- 
ed authority, surrounded by aristocratic orders upon 
whom the sacrifices and burdens of war bear lightly. 
should protract a bloody strife for years is no new thing 
in history. But that a nation where each man is a sov- 
ereign and every voter an integral part of the Govern- 
ment, in which every ballot cast, as in the late election, 
is a verdict upon the past, and, combining in a majority 
a decree for the future; binding the whole nation, ma- 
jorities as well as minorities, individuals and masses, to 
meet the sacrifices and bear the burdens of continued 
war, is a marvelous testimony to the steadinesss of popu- 
lar government and the capacity of mankind to sustain 
it. A war waged for less than the life of a nation 
freighted with the hopes of freedom and mankind, could 
alone have evoked so sublime a consecration. 

Since the day which heralded the advent of our Sa- 
viour, none more glorious has dawned on our race than 
the eighth of November, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
four.

The Settling of our Public Lands. 

As might be expected, we see by the report of 
our Land Agent, that the settlement of our pub- 
lic lands in Maine has not been equal, during the 
past year, to what it has been in some previous 
years. This, as we said, might have been ex- 
pected, when we consider the condition of the 
country, in consequence of which there has been 
less exertion taken to call the attention to the 
advantages which our lands offer to emigrants. 
The minds of our citizens have been turned to 
the great struggle, still going on for the preserva- 
tion of the Union, and of course anything that 
involves labor or expense, or even much thought 
hearing upon public improvements of any kind, 
will not be likely to receive even a small share of 
the attention which it really deserves. Yet, al- 
though our country is involved so heavily in car- 
rying on the war in defence of the integrity of 
the Union, there has been as great foreign im- 
migration into some parts of it as ever. This 
fact may seem to contradict the expression just 
made, that the state or conditign of the country 
has retarded the settlement of our State lands. 
But this will appear plain when we consider that 
the progress of the settlement of our lands de- 
pends upon a home supply and not from foreign 
sources. Our location is such that we are too 
far one side of the track or avenues over which, 
or through which, foreigners come into the States, 
and this makesa great odds. Most of the foreign 
immigrants land in New York, and make their 
way tothe far West. Hence we are passed by 
long before they land. They are induced to go 
west by several circustances or causes. In the 
first place, more pains have been taken to make 
them acquainted with the advantages of that 
country. In the second place, there are now 
more of their friends and acquaintances and 
countrymen in that section than in the Northern 
States, and it is natural that they should go to 
them, either to be with their relations or friends, 
or to enjoy the society of their own countrymen, 
which will be more congenial to them and make 
it more like home. But little, or indeed, we may 
say no inducements of the kind are offered to 
bring them to Maine. 

In this connection we may ask what has be- 
come of the Maine Immigrant Aid Society? Is 
it dead, or does it ‘‘still live?’’ It may be that 
it still lives, and if so, it certainly lives very still, 
for we have heard little of it or about it since 
last winter. However, in consideration of the 
times, we do not feel disposed to censure or blame 
any apparent delinquency or lack of action on 
their part. But we cannot help hoping that cir- 
cumstances will be more propitious in the future, 
and that they will yet be enabled to do much 
good in promoting the settlement of our public 
lands by offering such aid and inducements to the 
hardy sons of Northern Europeans, such as 
Swedes and Norwegians, &c. Settlers from those

countries would be preferable, for our section, to 


those from farther south, inasmuch as they will 
find a soil and climate, and even society similar 
to their own, much modified and ameliorated. 
We name these things now, because it seems to 
be a proper time to do something in respose to 
the suggestions of the Land Agent, and because 
the Legislature is in session, who may also be in- 
duced to make some effectual move in the matter. 


Organization of the Legislature. 

The members elect of the Forty-fourth Legisla- 
ture of Maine assembied at the State House on 
Wednesday, Jan 4th at 10 o’clock, for organiza- 
tion. The qualifying oaths having been admie« 
istered to the Senators present, that body was or- 
ganized by the choice of the following officers: 
David D. Steward, President ; Thomas P. Cleaves 
of Brownfield, Secretary ; Frank E. Hitchcock of 
Damariscotta, Assistant Secretary; Increase Bloke 
of Farmington, Messenger ; Edgar M Robbins of 
Union, Assistant Messenger. 

The House of Representatives was organized by 
electing the following officers: W. A. P. Dilling- 
ham of Waterville, Speaker; Horace Stilson of 
Pittsfield, Clerk ; S. J. Chadbourne of Dixmont, 
Assistant Clerk ; A. L. Norton of Liberty, Mes- 
senger; Benj. F. Cary of Hartland and Wm. H. 
Turner of Augusta, Assistant Messengers. 

In the Senate on Thursday, a report was made 
of the return of votes for Governor as follows: 
Whole number of votes 111,999; necessary to a 
choice, 56,000 ; Samuel Cony had 65,583 ; Jos. 
Howard 46,403 ; scattering 14. 

At 12 0’clock in Convention of the two Houses, 
Hon. Samuel Cony, Governor elect, attended by

The following members of the Executive Coun- 
cil were also elected, for the ensuing year ; Rufus 
Prince, Androscoggin ; Charles Holden, Cumber- 
land; Hiram Ruggles, Penobscot; Alanson Starks, 
Kennebec ; Jas. W. Lyman, Washington ; Mar- 
shal Pierce, York ; Joseph Farwell, Knox. 

A joint resolution was passed in the two [louses 
appointing. Wednesday, January 11th for the 
election of U.S. Senator from the 4th of March 
next ; and also to fill the vacancy occasioned by 
the resignation of Mr. Fessenden. 

On Friday, in the House Mr. Porter of Bar- 
lington introduced a resolution in favor of the 
immediate abrogation of the Reciprocity Treaty 
and moved the suspension of the rules for its 
passage. Mr. Cram of Brunswick opposed suspen- 
sion, and advocated its reference to the Commit- 
tee on Federal Relations. The House refused to 
suspend the rules—49 to 53. 





Banpaces ror tHe Sotprers. The Ladies’ Aid 
Society of this city renew their appeal to the peo- 
ple of the State for contributions of old cotton 
cloth for bandages for the use of the wounded 
soldiers at Cony General Hospital. The supply 
derived from former contributions is entirely ex- 
exhausted, and much suffering must ensue from 
the lack of these articles, if timely effort is not 
made to replenish it. Heretofore, when calls 
have been made for a similar purpose, articles 
have been promptly furnished by our own citizens 
and from neighboring towns, but the method has 
been precarious and irregular, and it is suggested 
that a systematic movement should be made to 
ensure a greater certainty and regularity of sup- 
ply. Let the friends who are interested in the 
matter form town or neighborhood organizations 
for the purpose of collecting and forwarding ar- 
ticles needed at the hospital, and especially ban- 
dages of linen and cotton cloth. Let a box be 
sent from each town at intervals of three or four 
weeks, and let assurances be given that this shall | 
be continued as long as the necessity shall exist 
for the exercise of this christian and patriotic 
charity. There are in the hospital an average of 
eight handred sick and wounded soldiers, and the 
Ladies’ Aid Society devotes itself unceasingly to 
the benevolent work of making provision for their 
comfort. In this they should be sustained by the 
unremitting co-operation of the friends in other 
portions of the State. Let not the appeal be 
made in vain. All articles should be forwarded 
to the Ladies’ Aid Society, in the care of Edward 
Fenno, Esq., Water Street, Augusta. 





Concress. The two Houses of Congress re- 
assembled on Thursday, the 5th inst., according 
to adjournment. A resolution was adopted in- 
structing the Military Committee to inquire into 
the expediency of reporting a bill to distribute 
the proceeds of the sales of the cotton captured 
at Savannah among the soldiers of Gen. Sher- 
man’sarmy. A joint resolution was introduced 
into the House for the appointment of disabled 
soldiers and seamen in the several departments at 
Washington. 

On Friday in the House, Mr. Blaine of Maine, 
introduced a bill creating an additional Lieuten- 
ant General for the purpose of conferring the 
rank upon Major General Sherman. A bill was 
introduced to suspend the duties upon imported 
paper was introduced, and referred. The joint 
resolution amending the Constitution by abolish- 
ing slavery, was discussed. In the Senate the 
bill to drop from the rolls a ll unemployed officers 
of the army was taken up, and indefinitely post- 
poned, by a vote of 28 to 8. Mr. Sherman in- 
troduced a bill laying additional duties on tobac- 
co, which was referred to the Committee on Fi- 
nance. The House joint resolution tendering the 
thanks of Congress to General Sherman and his 
army was passed unanimously.

The War News of the Week. 
Statements both from loyal and rebel sources 
indicate that Gen. Sherman has inaugurated a 
new campaign, having crossed to the South Caro- 
lina side of the Savannah river with his forces 
and moved in the direction of Charleston. A 
dispatch from Richmond, dated the 5th inst., 
states that the rebel pickets were driven in at 
Hardeesville by our forces. This place is about 
twenty miles from Savannah, on the Charleston 
and Savannah railroad. The rebel papers appear 
to be in doubt in regard to the object. of the 
movement, but we presume that Gen. Sherman 
will enlighten them in due time. 

A most gratifying and significant circumstance 
connected with the occupation of Savannah, is 
the public meeting called by the Mayor of the 
city in obedience to the request of a large num- 
ber of influential citizens. The meeting was held 
on the 30th of December, entirely without sug- 
gestion or interference on the part of outsiders 
or the military authorities. The resolutions, 
which were unanimously adgpted, express loyal 
and unqualified submission to the authority of the 
Government, leaving all questions which remain, 
in the language of the President’s message, ‘‘to 
be settled by the peaceful means of legislation, 
conference and votes.’’ ‘Laying aside,”’ they 
say, ‘‘all differences, and burying bygones in the 
grave of the past,’’ and acknowledging the duty 
of ‘‘a strict obedience to the laws of the United 
States,’”’ they ‘‘place their persons, lives and pro- 
perty’’ under the protection of those laws. They 
also call upon the Governor of the State to ‘‘give 
the people of Georgia, by any constitutional 
means in his power, an opportunity of voting 
upon the question, whether they wish the war 
between the two sections of the country to con- 
tinue.’’ There can be little reason to doubt, if 
such an opportunity could be afforded the people 
of the State, unawed and unrestrained by rebel 
military power, that they would readily and joy- 
fully return to their allegiance to the Union. It 
will be Sherman’s mission to give them this op- 
portunity. 

No renewal of the bombardment of Fort Fisher 
has been made by Admiral Porter since the fail- 
of the combined land and naval movement. Most 
of the iron-clads of the fleet are reported to be 
at Charleston or Port Royal waiting orders. 

The pursuit in force of Hood's flying army is 

reported to be ended, although his flanks and rear 
are still cgntinually barrassed by our cavalry. 
Hood crossed the Tennessee on the 29th ult. with 
only eight pieces of artillery and 18,000 men, 
out of 40,000 men and 110 guns with which he 
commenced the campaign. Our official list of 
rebel prisoners number over ten thousand. Gen. 
Thomas is said to have already projected a new 
campaign, and his army is now on the move. 
Bitclligence of another cavalry raid on the 
Mobile and Ohio railroad has been received.— 
Gen. Grierson left Memphis on the 2lst ult, 
striking the road five miles below Corinth, Miss., 
utterly destroying it to Okalona, a distance of 
sixty miles, including twenty-nine bridges, a 
large number of railroad cars, army wagons and 
other property. Gen. Grierson has orders to des- 
troy the road as far south as Meridian, thus in- 
tercepting and retarding Hood’s retrograde move- 
ment to that point. 
The army of the Potomac still remains quiet in 
its winter quarters. On the night of the 3lst 
ult., a sudden attack was made on our picket 
line, by which we lost thirty-nine men in killed, 
wounded and prisoners, together with the equip- 
ments of those who retreated to the entrench- 
ments. About fifty picked men are said to com- 
mand Farrow’s Island near Dutch Gap. The 
rebels have been driven by them from an impor- 
tant point in the vicinity of Howlet House bat- 
tery, and their pontoons destroyed. 

The bulkhead of the Dutch Gap Canal was 
blown out on Sunday, the 1st inst., but the earth 
was thrown back into the canal, partially filling 
up the work, and compelling a resort to dredging 
to remove the obstructions. 

Resolutions have been introduced into the North 
Carolina Legislature for the appointment of Com- 
missioners on the part of the State with power 
to negotiate with the General Government for 
terms of peace. 

The Richmond papers indulge in despondent 
reflections on the disastrous results of the opera- 
tions of the past year, and express themselves 
willing to give up slavery and even surrender 
their independnnce into the hands of some Euro- 
pean power, rather than submit to Yankee dom- 
ination. Some of them attack Jeff Davis adm in- 
istration of affairs with great bitterness, accusing 
him of being the cause of all their recent disas- 
ters, and they in turn are charged by the Gov- 
ernment organs with destroying confidence in the 
ability of the Confederacy to achieve its indepen- 
dence, opposing concriptions and encouraging 
desertions from the army. The quarrel is an 
interesting and instructive one.

The Governor’s Address. 
The annurl address of Governor Cony, although 
of unusual length, is a document of more than 
ordinary interest and ability, and will command 
an attentive perusal. The subjects discussed and 
the measures recommended show a careful and 


State, and the sentiments and suggestions con- 

tained therein, we have no doubt, for the most 

part, will be generally approved by the people. 

We have not space for extended comment, and 

can barely refer to some of the more important 

statements and suggestions of the address. The 
entire debt of the State, as represented by loans, 
is stated at $5,337,000, to which is to be added 
the sums to be refunded to cities and towns for 
aid furnished to the families of soldiers during 
the past year, probably amounting to not less 
than $500,000. Notwithstanding the large in- 
debtedness of the State, the Treasurer has had no 
difficulty thus far in negotiating loans at par ; 
but it is apprehended that future loans may not 
be secured on so favorable terms. The Governor 
suggests an increase of the rate of taxation of 
one mill on the valuation of 1860, to provide 
means for the creation of a sinking fund for the 
ultimate extinction of the debt of the State. He 
also favors the assumption of the State debt, in- 
curred for purposes of national defence, by the 
General Government, and recommends legislative 
cooperation in the movement inaugurated at the 
late session of Congress by the efforts of Mr. 
Blaine, Representative from this District. He 
refers to the anomalous condition of our banks, 
many of which have been changed from State to 
Nationa] [nstitutions, and are doing business in 
both capacities, and additional legislation for the 
public security may be necessary. During the 
year 1864, an aggregate of 18,994 men have been 
furnished by Maine to the service of the country, 
equal to twenty regiments. Enlistments in the 
navy for the same period, 1,846. The number of 
men whose term has expired, and who have been 
mustered out of the service is about 2,000. 
There is probably a small deficiency in the quota 
of the State under the call of 500,000 in July 
last, which will soon be filled, and our quota 
under the new requisition for 300,000, more will 
also be promptly met. Maine has contributed 
more than 61,000 of her sons to the military and 
naval service of the country since the commence- 
ment of the war—a number very nearly equal to 
one-tenth of the entire population of our State. 
The Governor discusses the evils of the bounty 
system, and suggests action by the Legislature 
for their remedy, as also the disfranchisement of 
the skedaddlers from the draft. The recommend- 
ation for the establishment of an efficient militia 
system is renewed. The several reformatory, ben- 
evolent and educational institutions of the State 
are represented to be in a satisfactory condition. 
The State Prison, under the efficient management 
of the present Warden, Warren W. Rice, Esq., 
has for the first time since its establishment, paid 
its own expenses. It has formerly cost the State 
some $15,000 per year. This is a gratifying im- 
provement. The account given of our military 
hospitals also affurds gratifying evidence of the 
care bestowed upon our sick and wounded soldiers. 
The Governor briefly alludes to the proposed abo- 
lition of the office of Superintendent of Common 
Schools, and is understood to favor the experi- 
ment. The Commissioners appointed to consider 
the subject of an Agricultural College, have sub- 
mitted their report, and the Governor favors the 
recommendation made by them of giving the 
grant to some existing collegiate institution, on 
the ground that the State cannot afford to erect 
the necessary buildings. The address concludes 
with a brief review of the progress of the war 
during the past year, and an eloquent tribute to 
the victories of the army and navy, and the hero- 
ic bravery which has distinguished their achieve- 
ment. 





Tue Insane AsyLum. The report of the Su- 
perintendent of the State Insane Asylum has 
been made to the Legislature. The whole num- 
ber of patients who have been under treatment in 
the institution during the past year is 389—208 
males and 181 females. There were received 124 | 
—80 males and 44 females. Discharged 135— 
80 males and 55 females. Of the discharged 49 
were recovered, 22 improved, 11 unimproved, and 
53 died. Two hundred and fifty-four were under 
treatment on the 30th of Nov. 1864. Dr. Har- 
low, the superintendent, discusses the scheme 
which has been urged, of establishing a separate 
institution for, or at least, placing in a building 
by themselves, insane criminals. Several have 
been received the past year whose insanity was 
connected with the crime of arson. Dr. HH. does 
not favor the plan. Two officers of the institu- 
tion have died during the past year—Rev. Mr. 
Ingraham, the venerable chaplain and Theodore 
C. Allan, Esq., the Steward. 

The trustees report that the building as at pres- 
ent constructed is planned for 250 patients, while 
the average of the past year was 263. The last 
legislature directed the trustees to procure plans 
for the addition of another wing, and the plan 
and estimate of expenses ($36,000) is appended 
to the report. 





Srate Rerorm Scnoot. The Trustees of the 
State Reform School report a financial deficiency 
for the past year of $3,992 70 and estimate the 
amount necessary to be appropriated by the State 
for 1865 at $17,200. The Superintendent re- 
ports the whole number in the school daring the 
year to be 257. Eight hundred and thirty-nine 
have been received into the school since its 
foundation and six hundred and sixty-two dis- 
charged. Eighty-four were committed during the 
year, 27 of whom were sent there by the Port- 
land police court. Eighty were discharged, ten 
by expiration of term, eighteen were allowed to 
enlist and the rest mostly indentured to farmers 
or mechanics. The products of the farm for the 
season amounted to $5,261,08 in value.

Burnine or THe Steamer Poromac. The steam- 
er Potomac of the New England Screw Steamship 
Company's Line, plying between Portland and 
New York, took fire on Friday morning last, and 
burnt to the water’s edge. Four of the crew were 
drowned, and the steamer and cargo are a total 
loss. The Portland Press gives the following 
particulars : 


A 4 30 a. m., Friday, Cape Elizabeth lights 
bearing N. by E., nine miles distant, it was dis- 
covered that the steamer was on fire in the after- 
house by the steam chimney. The hose was got 
ready and the captain gave orders to work the 
donkey pump, but the fire had made such prog- 
ress in the engine room that it was impossible to 
get there to start the pump. As the fire was 
spreading rapidly, with a strong breeze to 8S. W., 
they comme clearing away the boats. The 
starboard boat was enveloped in flames so that it 
could not be reached. They succeeded in launch- 
ing the port boat, though one side of that was 
on fire. Finding the boat would not contain all 
the passengers and crew, the foremast was cut 
away for the so of making a raft. This 
accomplished, Capt. Sherwood and passengers 
with a few of the crew took the boat and the re- 
mainder of the crew the raft, the flames driving 
them from the steamer. At half-past 7 o’clook a. 
m., those"in the boat were picked up by a schoon- 
er which immediately proceeded back in search of 
those on the raft, and at 9 o’clock a. m., fell in 
with the raft and took three men on board—four 
having been swept from it and drowned. 

The names of those swept from the raft were 
Charles E. Wilson of Boston, chief mate ; Charles 
Libby and Mr. Gregg of this city, oilers; and 
the second cook of the steamer, a German, ship- 
ped in New York. The survivors were brought 
to this city in the schooner. 

The steamer was valued at about $40,000 and 
was insured for 27,000 in New York offices. She 
was a staunch vessel of 448 tons burtben.

Fifth. That it is the unanimous desire of all 
present that Gen. Geary be continued as milita- 
ry commander of the post, and that for his urban- 
ity and kindness he is entitled to our thanks. 
From the Army of the James---Opening of 

Dutch Gap Canal. 

Wasuincton, Jan. 3. On Sunday afternoon 
the bulkhead of the Dutch Gap canal was blown 
out in part, but the mass of disturbed earth fell 
back into the water. The explosion thus failing 
of its object, dredging will therefore become nec- 
essary shoald the projector persevere in continu- 
ing the work. The sound produced was low and 
rumbling, but accounts differ as to the large 
amount of powder used on the occasion. 

A special messenger left Fortress Monroe at the 
close of last week, with dispatches from the gov- 
ernment for Admiral Porter. 

New York, Jan. 4. It is stated that six tons 
of powder was used to blow up Dutch Gap Canal. 
The concussion was slight and not as successful 
asexpected. The earth will have to be dredged 
out. ‘The rebels have 20 cannon ready to bear 
on the upper end of the canal if it is ever finish- 
ed, and the channel above is filled with torpe- 
does, which will have to be removed before our 
gunboats can asvend. 


Complete Exhaustion of the Coufederacy--= 
Gloomy Tone ofthe Rebel Press. 


New York, Jan. 4. The Richmond Sentinel 
contains a very important editorial, believed to 
be from the pen of Jeff Davis. Secretary Seward 
is reported to have sent it to all the forcign min- 
isters, as showing the complete exhaustion of the 
rebellion, and consequently the rebels are no 
longer entitled to consideration as belligerents. 

It says: ‘Our late reverses have done much 
toward perparing our people for extreme sacri- 
fices if subjugated. The question is simply 
whether we shall give for our own use, or wheth- 
er the Yankees shall take for theirs? It would 
be more glorious to devote our means to success 
than lose them as spoils to the enemy. Our sit- 
uation, stripped of our property, but master of 
our Government, would be infinitely better than 
if despoiled by the enemy and wearing his bonds. 

Subjugation is a horror that embraces all oth- 
er horrors. Troublesome times are upon us. 
Great exigencies surround us. We need all our 
strength and wisdom. Let there be a conference 
of our wise men. Let there be a calm investiga- 
tion of our wants. Then let all obsatcles to the 
employment of all our résources be removed. 

So long as we havea man ora dollar let the 
call for them be honored. It would be adding 
disgrace to our misery if we were overcome with- 
out exhausting every resource of defense. If the 
Government determines that it needs our lands, 
houses, negroes, horses, money, or ourselves, it 
must have them. 

If Providence condemns us to a master, let it 
not be a Yankee. Of all people on the earth we 
have most reason to loath and dread them. Any 
terms with any other would be preferable to sub- 
jugation by them. If statesmanship cannot save 
us it can palliate our misery By saving us trom 
the Yankee. Our people would infinitely prefer 
a favorable alliance with European nations.’’ 

The Richmond Enquirer, after commenting up- 
on the above, says, ‘‘if it be necessary to convince 
the world that we are fighting for self-govern- 
ment of the whites, that we should liberate the 
negroes, and if that liberation should secure our 
recognition and the guaranty of England and 
France to our independence, we believe the peo- 
ple of these States would not hesitate to make 
the eacrifice. The consequences ot Emancipation 
would fall upon the negro. The act would be one 
of necessity, not of choice, taken against our 
judgment and convictions, but to save us from the 
horrors of a prolonged war and the disgrace, ruin 
and destruction involved in the success of our en- 

‘rhe Richmond Sentinel closes thus : ‘If France 
and England will enter into a treaty with these 
Confederate States, recognizing our nationality 
upon the abolition of slavery in all the States, 
rather than continue the war, we should be pre- 
oe to urge the measure upon our readers. We 

elieve such a proposition would be favorably re- 
ceived and acted upon by those nations, and it 
ought to be made to them.”’ 

The Richmond Examiner of the 2d, in reply to 
the Sendinel, opposes an appeal to the protection 


of France and England in the preeent weakness of 


the South, and intimates that the articles in the 
Sentinel, recommending such policy, emanated 
from Jefferson Davis and from a panicky mind. 
It says if alternatives were presented to them of 
being subjects of these foreign powers, or of re- 
turning to the United States, they would choose 
the former. 


The Explosion of the Dutch Gap Canal. 

New York, Jan. 5. The Herald, speaking of 
the Dutch Gap Canal, says eight regiments, white 
and colored, have been at work on it since Au- 
gust last. It is 522 feet long, the greatest width 
excavation 122 feet, and depth 45 feet. The 
width of the canal proper is 65 feet at the top 
and 4% feet at the bottom. At high water the 
depth will be 16 feet. Even if the canal cannot 
be completed, owing to the rebel batteries, a great 
deal has been gained towards enhancing the com- 
mercial prospects of Richmond when it goes into 
the possession of loyal handa, : 

The Tribune's Army of the James special dis- 
patch says the Dutch Gap Canal is regarded as a 
complete success, the result of the explosion of 
the bulkhead being all that was expected. A 
dredging machine will now finish the work. Six- 
teen feet of water has been in the canal since the 
16th of last month. 

From Savannah---Movements of Troops into 
South Carolina---Gen,. Sherman’s Plans. 
New Yorx, Jan. 5. The Herald’s Savannah 

correspondence says many of the citizens have 
taken the oath of allegiance. The 3d division, 
20th corps, moved across the Savannah river into 
South Carolina, and met and drove a division of 
Wheeler's cavalry.. No other rebel force was 
found. The Adams Express Company have al- 
ready received and forwarded to the north over 
$500,000, and the rush continues. In addition 
to the military reviews the entire department had 
passed in review before Gen. Sherman. With 
the exception of the officers the fire companies 
consist of negroes. 

The Savannah correspondent of the World hints 
that Gen. Sherman will march first to Augusta 
and then to the rear of Charleston, when, with 
Dahlgren in front, he will lay siege to the strong- 
hold. Dispatches captured on a rebel soldier 
divulged the intention to send the rebel ram out 
of Charleston harbor at oncé, thus taking advan- 
tage of our iron-clads. This led to promptly 
sending all the monitors to Charleston, where 
they now are.

The Destruction of the Gulf Railroad---A 
Staggering Blow to Lee. $ 

New York, Jan. 6. It appears that the des- 
truction of the Gulf railroad by Gen. Sherman 
struck a staggering blow to Lee and Davis at 
Richmond. 

The Post has a private letter from a citizen at 
Savannah, which states on the authority of an 
officer of that road that it supplied Lee’s army up 
to the time it was broken, with 11,500 head of 
cattle per week, the cattle coming from Florida 
and Southern Alabama. Indeed six weeks before 
Sherman left Atlanta Lee wrote the President of 
the road that its facilities must be enlarged or he 
would be obliged to fall back with his army from 
Virginia nearer his base of supplies. There was 
reason to believe from information furnished by 
residents of Savannah, that Lee had uot thirty 
days supplies of provisions on hand.

The Rebel Factions Fighting Among Them- 
selves=--The Wilmington Expedition. 


New York, Jan. 7. Late rebel newspapers 
show that the fight between Jeff. Davis and the 
anti-Jeff. Davis’ factions is constantly growing 
more sanguinary. The lines between them are 
strictly drawn. Those opposed to Davis accuse 
him in the most open and vehement manner, of 
being the cause of all their recent disasters, and 
they, in turn, are charged by Jeff's organs with 
destroying confidence in the ability of the confed- 
eracy tv achieve independence, preventing the 
full enforcements of the couscription, and en- 
couraging desertions. 

The Trzbune’s Norfolk correspondent says of the 

Wilmington expedition, that the transports were 
off Fort Fisher three days before the war ships 
arrived, and the enemy were known to be in small 
force there ; that the transports’ coal was ex- 
hausted and they had to return to Beaufort ; that 
without waiting their return, as agreed, Admiral 
Porter exploded the powder boat and opened fire ; 
that the troops were to land when the powder- 
boat exploded and take advangage of the shock 
produced ; that when the troops did land, Gen. 
Weitzel found the fort uninjured, and the assault- 
ing party would have met a more bloody repulse 
than at Fort Wagner. He (Weitzel) advised the 
withdrawal of his troops, to which Gen. Butler 
assented. 
The military authorities expected Porter to run 
the gauntlet, and get in the rear of the fort on 
Cape Fear river, and with the fort cut off from 
Wilmington, thus shut up the river. When on 
the ground, Admiral Porter was requested to do 
this, but refused. a 

The flag that was captured was taken from the 
ditch outside the fort, by a brave officer, and the 
dispatch bearer was shot one-third of a mile from 
the fort. Not one of our men got inside the fort 
or any of its defences. 

While the transports were waiting for our war 
ships, the first three days, the rebels sent down 
heavy reinforcements to Sugar Loaf Camp, in the 
vicinity of Fort Fisher, and these reinforcements 
ready to assist the Fort in case of assault. 

The Wilmington correspondent of the Rich- 
mond Despatch says the Federals were at one time 
between Fort Fisher and Wilmington, cutting off 
communicition both by land and water. If he 
had not been dislodged soon, Fort Fisher would 
have fallen, as Fort Morgan did, and with its fall, 
the fate of Wilmington would have been sealed. 


Sherman’s Advance on Hardeesville---Rumor 
that Georgia has applied for Readmission 


into the Union. 

Wasuincton, Jan.7. The Richmond Despatch 
of the 5th, says : 

Sherman's forces have driven in our pickets at 
Hardeesville. This place is 20 miles from Savan- 
nah, on the Charleston & Savannah railroad. 
Sherman’s present objective point is Branchville. 
We have heard no estimate of his forces, but pre- 
sume he he has been reinforced by Foster's com- 
mand from Port Royal, and perhaps by aJl the 
Yankee troops from Morris Island, and therea- 
bouts. 

The Charleston Mercury of the 21st ult., says: 
Sherman has reinforced Foster’s expedition 
against the Charleston and Savannah railroad. 
“The Augusta Register of the lst, confirms this 
report hy saying Foster’s batteries have been in- 
creased. - 

The Times special Washington yr says: 
It is rumored that Gen. Sherman has commu- 
nicated to the President that the Georgia State 
authorities have applied to come into the Union, 
and that Secretary Stanton’s visit to Savannah is 
doubtless in connection with this subject. 


The End of Hood's Campaign-<--His Losses-<-- 
A New Campaign Inaugurated. 


New York, Jan. 7. The Times* Huntsville, 
Ala., despatch of the 3d inst., says the Tennessee 
campaign is ended. The last of Hood’s army 
crossed the Tennessee on the 30th ult., with 
eight — of artillery, and about 18,000 men. 
He left Macon, Ga., with 35,000 men, and was 
reinforced by 5000 more. He had 110 pieces of 
artillery. After the battle of Nashville, both 
armies floundered in the mud for ten days. 
Hood's infantry crawled off at night, while his 
cavalry stubbornly resisted our advance during 
the day. It is believed that Hood has thrown into 
the river at least 30 guns. He abandoned a large 
number of wagons and ambulances. Our official 
list of prisoners number over 9700, not including 
500 captured from Rhoddy on the 27th. Over 
900 deserters have also reported. It said Hood is 
going to Meridian, Miss., to try and reorganize. 
The chase in force has been abandoned. 

A new campaign has been already projected, 
and the corps of Wood, Smith and Schofield are 
already moving. 

The Raid on the Mobile and Ohio Railroad-- 
' Great destruction of Rebel Property. 
Mewruis, Jan. 6. Gen. Dana has received in- 

formation from the cavalry force sent out from 
here on the 2lst ult. They struck the Mobile 
and Ohio Railroad, five miles below Corinth, and 
on the 27 utterly destroyed to Okalon.—Twen- 
ty-nine bridges, a great deal of tressle work, 32 
railroad cars, 300 army wagons and 4000 carbines 
were also destroyed. Forrest's camp of dis- 
mounted men at Everona was dispersed. Six 
officers and 20 men were captured. The expedi- 
tion did not lose a man. Grierson has orders to 
destroy the road as far as Meridian and release 
prisoners at Catawaba.

The following is the receipt for Wahler’s Frost 
Salve, 80 long known and valued in Germany, 
but the recipe for which has been kept a secret 
till — me by the government of the 
kingdom of Wurtemburg, and made public :—24 
oz. mutton tallow, 24 oz. hog’s lard, 4 oz. perox- 
yde of iron (red iron rust,) 4 oz. Venice turpen- 
tine, 2 oz. vil of burgamot, 2 oz. bole armeman, 
rabbed to a paste with olive oil. Heat together 
the tallow, lard and iron rust, in an iron vessel, 
stirring with an iron spoon constantly till the 
mass assumes a perfectly black color: then add 
gradually the other ingredients, stirring till well 
mixed. It is applied upon linen, daily and its 
effect upon even the most painful frost sore is 
most extraordinary. In all probability, for other 
similar wounds it would aleo be an excellent ap- 
plication.

She 
is about thirty years of age ; has a hushand some- 
where among the rebels, although-he is a Union 
man. She thanks God, however, she has no chil- 
dren to share the fate of thousands in bondage. 
You are impressed at once by her superior intel- 
ligence and beauty. From childhood she has 


been a house slave; employed as a cook for her | 


master, whose name is Spotsworth, of a man con- 
sidcrable wealth and enterprise, owning when the 
rebellion broke out, ‘*the Marshall House,’’ in 
which the lamented Ellsworth lost his life; a 
part of the famous slave pen in Alexandria ; 
twelve farms in the country, and a large number 
of slaves. He has-been a Quartermaster in the 
rebel army, but of late has taken the oath of al- 
legiance. Mrs. Williams has no confidence in his 
integrity, and says, respecting this act, that it 
means only that he is Union up stairs and secesh 
down cellar. 

When her master entered the rebel service she 
was seut tou Gen. R. I. Lee as kitch: n maid, thus 
having an excellent opportunity to ‘take notes.’’ 
She had often seen the most distinguished Confed- 
erate Generals at Lee’s Headquarters, and pre- 
pared their food for them. She says every one of 
them, Lec, Juhnston, Smith, Beauregard, Jones, 
Longstreet and Ewell were profane men, while 
**Stonewall Jackson was the only one who pray- 
ed.’? She had heard the latter rebuke the former 
for their profanity, assuring them that without 
prayer their cause could never succeed. She 
came within our lines, and solely by her own ex- 
ertions she has learned to read and write; her 
language being very correct, and quite free from 
the negro accent. 

Government pays her six dollars a mopth for her 
services. Several gentlemen from the north in need 
of her services have offered her three times that 
amount, but her reply is uniformly the same, 
‘*Government has given me my freedom and she 
shall have my services while they are needed.” 
‘*Every drop of this blood which I wash from the 
bandages of these brave boys is a part of the price 
of my liberty, and the sight of it is reward 
enough for me.”’ 

She is one of the happiest Christians I ever 
met, and when asked if she prayed for the Union 
cause, with characteristic promptness she replied, 
‘Yes, 1 do pray for it, but there is something else 
needed for it besides prayers. The Government 
needs work as well as prayer,”’ following the re- 
mark by vigorously rubbing away at the wash- 
stand. 

God bless Mrs. Mary Williams and reward her 
for her self denying labor in behalf of our com- 
mon country.—Congregationaltst.
